Sternists Threaten 
War On Israel Again 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The rem- 
nants of the Stern group applied 
legal writs, violence, and _ the 
threat of underground war 
against the Israel government 
this week in a bid to win revoca- 
tion of the ban outlawing them 
as a terrorist party. 

The war threat was made in 
the first broadcast of an illegal 
Sternist transmitter which police 
radio cars failed to locate. The 
broadcast warned the govern- 
ment to restore the group’s le- 
gality or the Sternists would fight 
the government with all means 
available. The means are believed 
to include substantial stores of 
small arms and explosives. 

Seventy Sternists made a fu- 
tile jailbreak near Tel Aviv 
after setting fire to their pris- 
on. A few hours earlier, the 
government had announced 
that Sternist chief Nathan 
Friedman would face charges 
Sunday of having led an ille- 
gal movement. 

The bid by legal means ran in- 
to a snag inthe Israel High 
Court. That body reserved judg- 
ment on application for an or- 
der against the government to 
show cause why its outlaw decree 
should not be revoked.

Says Lurie; Pact Reportedly OKd

NEW YORK—(NJP)—Negoti- 
ation are continuing in the United 
Palestine Appeal split and there 
has been no breakdown in peace 
talks, Harry L. Lurie, executive 
director of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds 
told The Post this week. 

There were last minute un- 
confirmed reports that an agree- 
ment had been signed. 

Lurie denied reports that a ten- 
tative peace agreement had 
cracked up and said that the CJ 
WF was still continuing negoti- 
ations with the UPA and the op-. 
posing committee of Contributors. 

The COC, made up of some of 
the largest givers to major Pal- 
estine funds, is fighting to dimin- 
ish Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica controls over UPA funds. The 
fight involved the threat of two 
major fund-raising drives for Is- 
rael in the U.S. next year. 

The tentative agrement reached 
last week in an all-night session 
reportedly covered the following 
points: 

First, that the COC would be 
liquidated immediately; secondly, 
the local welfare funds were to 
be represented on the UPA board 
to the extent of 40 per cent of 
the membership, instead of the 
one-third representation offered 
by the ZOA-dominated UPA; 
third, the transmission of funds 
to Israel is to remain unchanged; 
fourth, that the five working UJA 
executives who resigned over 
naming of Harry L. Shapiro as 
executive director of the UPA 
were to be reinstated after cone 
sideration of each case by a 
special mediation committee. 

(The Jewish World News Ser- 
vice reported that the reinstate- 
ment of Henry Montor, whose 
resignation as director of the U 
PA touched off the upheavial in 
US. fund-raising, was not even 
discussed, apparently at Montor’s 
request.) 

Lurie told The Post that both 
sides received on Tuesday morn 
ing a draft of a tentative agree 
ment with the main issues those 
of procedure on fund transmis- 
sion and the 40 per cent represen- 
tation. 

It had been reported last 
week that the agreement speci- 
fically provided that the UPA 
funds were to be sent directly 
to the Israel offices of the Jew- ” 
ish National Fund and the Pal- 
estine Foundation Fund, the 
two constituent bodies of the

TEL AVIV—(WNS)—The first 
general election in the state of

Isaac Gruenbaum, Minister of 
the Interior, reported that the re- 
cent nationwide registration 
showed 477,000 men and women 
would be eligible to vote. All 
voters will receive identity cards.

British Jews Revive

LONDON—(JTA)—The Board 

of Deputies of British Jews de- 
cided this week to reconvene the 
standing committee of legal ex- 
perts that was set up in 1945 to 
advise it on legislation concern- 
ing the defamation of Jewish 
eommunities. The committee was 
empowered to accept new mem- 
bers and, after consultation with 
the Board’s defense committee, 
eonsider steps to protect the 
Jews in Britain against vilifica- 
tion. 
The decision to reconvene fis 
legal experts committee was 
taken by the Board after a gov- 
ernmental body rejected a rec- 
ommendation for the passage of 
legislation which would ban 
group defamation. In view of 
the widespread calumination of 
Jews in Britain, Morton Reuben, 
ehairman of the law and parlia- 
mentary committee, stated, “it 
is an understatement to say that 
British Jews are disappointed by 
the decision of the government 
body.”

Prof. Samuel made his propo- 
sal “ in view of the difficulty in 
wedding Jews and Arabs into a 
homogeneous state.

Runs Into Storm Of Opposition 


The “goodwill tour” of Irgun commander Menachim Beigen produced a storm of controversy in 
the United States this week extending as far west as Portland, 
The uproar that has marked promotional efforts of the U. S. Bergson fronts for the now-dis- 
panded Irgun exploded in the cities where Beigen was making his stops on his first trip to the United 


States. 
In Washington, three nation- 


ally-prominent clergymen issued 
an appeal to several hundred 
Americans whose names appeared 
in a full-page advirtisement in the 
N. Y. Times last week aS members 
of “The Reception Committee for 
mr. Menachim Beigen. “The ap- 
peal charged that the Irgun was 
a terrorist organization and sug- 
gested that many of the members 
of the reception committee were 
innocent stooges. 

In Portland, CIO president 
Philip Murray, one of those 
listed on the committee, an- 
nounced his name was being 
used completely without his 
authorization. 


In Chicago, two Rabbis listed 
on the committee said they had 
not realized what they were doing 
and repudiated use of their 
names. 

Beigen, 35-year-old chief of the 
Irgun’s political arm, the Free- 
dom Movement, arrived at La 
Guardia Field last week and was 
greeted by 500 persons. 


Police Called Out 


In the crush, several persons 
were knocked to the ground and 
it took Beigen an hour to get 
away. Firemen and police were 
called out to restrain the crowd. 

Beigen was greeted by James 
J. O’Brien, Mayor William 
O’Dwyer's aide and then was pre- 
sented to Mrs. Viadimire Jabot- 
insky, widow of the famous Jew- 
ish military leader. 


The State Department at Wash- 
ington said it had issued a vis- 
itor’s visa to Beigen. A spokes- 
man said no plans had been made 
for him to be received at the de- 
partment. 

At a press conference in New 
York, Beigen denounced Great 
Britain as “still the No, 1 enemy 
of Israel’. He called the Berna- 
dotte plan “the child of British 
intrigue” and said it should be 
rejected in its entirety. 


Beigen insissted he was in the 
U. S. to ereate goodwill not to 
raise money but there was con- 
siderable money-raising, mainly 
in the form of banquets with 
substantial prices for plates. 


Later he was received officially 


at New York City Hall. He was 
taken through New York’s gar- 
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ment center in.an open car where 
he was cheered. 
Murray Biasts Him 
The first shots at the tour came 
from the CIO convention in Port- 
land where president Phil Mur- 
ray repudiated the use of his 
name on the reception committee. 
The statement in Washington 
was Signed by the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Sloane Coffin, former president 
of Union Tehological Seminary; 
Father John La. Farge, famous 
Catholic editor;' and Rabbi Mor- 
ris Lazaron, one of the leaders 
in the anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism. 
First for Council 


It was the first time that any 
Council member had joined in 
the Zionist struggle against Pal- 
estine terrorism. 

The statement cited a series 
of acts “of calculated terrorism” 
of the Ireun and made this ap- 
peal to the Americans on the re- 
ception committee: 

“You owe it to yourself and to 
your fellow citizens to investi- 


_gate the true record of Mr. Beigen 


and his Irgun—and, having inves- 
tigated to withdraw your sup- 
port as publicly as it was pleged. 

“Do you know that the Irgun, 
here masquerading under the 
front of ‘democracy’ is in fact 
a totalitarian-minded group, as 
reactionary as the fanatical Mos- 
lem Brotherhood?” 

The Chicago reception commit- 
tee for Beigen made a formal 
denial to The Post that it had 
padded its list of sponsors with 
persons who wanted nothing to 
do with the affair. 

All A Mistake 

Three rabbis were listed in 
publicity releases among the 33 
members of the Chicago recep- 
tion committee. Two of them told 
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The Post that “it was all a mis- 
take” and asked to be dissociated 
from the function. 


Rabbi David Almond said that 
he sought without success to 
have his name removed from the 
list when he realized that the 
group was pro-Irgun. “I origi- 
nally agreed to act as a sponsor 
of the dinner thinking that it 
was a genuine group advocating 
aid to Israel. I was not aware of 
its terrorist connections.” 

Rabbi Almond changed his 
position after receiving a let- 
ter from his son, on the faculty 
of Yale University. His son ex- 
plained that the sponsoring 
committee had “bombarded me 
with letters asking for my sup- 
port. They are now using my 
name against my expressed re- 
fusal.” 

Cautioning his father against 
cooperation with the group, the 
letter added, “these people are a 
bunch of plain, ordinary thugs 
who are doing Jewry more harm 
than Gerald L. K. Smith.”

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Knickerbocker, Oliver Twist Cases 
Cited By Jewish Chronicle 


U.S. Jews Approach Problems With Hysteria, Says London Weekly 


LONDON—The battle of U.S. Jewish groups to 
oust Prof. William E. Knickerbocker from his City 
Coliege of New York faculty post and to prevent 
showing of the British film “Oliver Twist” was char- 
acterized this week by a British-Jewish observer as 
examples of hysterical emotionalism. 


The comments were made by “Americanus,” a pen- 
name for the writer of the regular “New York Letter” 
in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of London. 

The columnist said that several investigations had 
failed to prove the charges of anti-Semitic bias 
against Knickerbocker. He said only one, that by a 
New York City Council committee, had found him 
guilty. 

The columnist discounted the verdict on the 
grounds that the committee coukd render no other 
verdict “without risking political suicide, since its 
members must periodically stand for election in a 

“city with a large Jewish population.” 


The affair might have died at that stage, the col- 
umnist: asserted, if CCNY students “mostly members 


left-wing political groups,” had not intervened. 

Their walkout from Knickerbocker’s classes, and 
their sit-downs and mass demonstrations revived the 
issue, the columnist said, adding that the students 
had shown a “lynch spirit” in their fight. 

“One prominent leader, who had not yet reached 
his own conclusion on the matter, confided to me 
that he and his organization would not dare go 
against the popular sentiment, however innocent 
Knickerbocker might be,” the columnist asserted. He 
added that such behavior “can be extremely danger- 
ous to rational progress. 

“American Jewish life is often a veritable Donny- 
brook Fair of groups and individuals violently at- 
tacking one another because of the dogma that 
some issues concerning Jews can have only one 
aspect.” 

The columnist conceded that conditions were bad 
at CCNY, commenting that “perhaps the eddest as- 
pect of the Knickerbocker affair is that one of his 
four (faculty) accusers is himself a notorious anti- 
Semite.” 

He said that despite a student body more than 80 


per cent Jewish, the faculty has a tiny number of 
Jews and Jewish graduates are advised by friends to 
seek scholastic careers elsewhere. 


The columnist asserted that the president of CCN¥ 
is reported to have said “If we removed Knicker. 
bocker, we would have to let over half the faculty 
go for the same reason.” 


“Another recent event charged with more emotion 
than logic er knowledge was the outburst against 
the showing of Oliver Twist because of Fagin being 
a Jew,” the columnist declared. 

“Without seeing the film, New York’s Board of 
Rabbis urged that it be banned in New York. Its 
withdrawal provoked a number of resentful, veiled 
anti-Semitic comments in letters to some news- 
papers.”

Camden Jewry Split Again Over 
Public School Yule Programs

CAMDEN, N. J.—(NJP)—A long-range program of Jewish edu- 
cation for children to deal with the problem of religious influence 
in public schools may develop from a community-wide dispute over 
a combined Chanukah and Christmas program proposed this year 


in one of the schools. 

Announcement of the proposed 
program touched off the annual 
Camden debate over participation 
of Jewish children in Christmas 
celebrations in public schools. 

Rabbi Harry B. Kellman of Con- 
gregation Beth-El promptly or- 
dered children in his synagogue’s 
Hebrew and Sunday school classes 
to stay out of such festivities. 

His directive caused widespread 
confusion in the Jewish commun- 
ity. Many parents called him to 
protest the action on grounds they 
should have been consulted. Some 
felt that the ban would create 
problems in relations with the 
non-Jewish community 


Rabbinate Split 


A few days after Rabbi Kell- 
man’s announcement, the entire 
Camden rabbinate met and with 
the exception of one Rabbi, they 
supported Rabbi Kellman’s posi- 
tion for all Jewish children. 


The exception was Rabbi Max 
Weine, spiritual leader of Con- 
gregation Beth Israel, who said 
he agreed with the other rabbis 
but objected to the approach. He 
said a blanket ban might create a 
much bigger problem in com- 
munity relations. 


He argued that a happy, well- 
adjusted child getting a Hebrew 
education and whose home life 
helps implement his synagogue 
training is well equipped to 
shed the influence of such Yule 
celebrations in public schools. 

Many parents reportedly agreed 
with Rabbi Weine and indicated 
they were disturbed by Rabbi

WHO IS TO BLAME FOR OUTLOOK 
OF YALE JEWISH STUDENTS?

HE most notable difference between the immigrant Jew and 
his second and third generation descendant in respect to ad- 
justing their Jewishness to the impact of the non-Jewish majority 


was this: 

The immigrant gave up his 
with reluctance. If he was a 
Zionist, it was with a prayer that 
either he or his children would 
someday go to Palestine and 
there live fully as Jews. 

But his children and their child- 
ren—at least till the advent of 
Hitler—shed their Jewish associa- 


tions with haste and even repul- ° 


sion. In many of them the impact 
of the Hitler storm made them 
realize—some with a sullen reluc- 
tance— that such shedding had 
a limit, if the goal was to melt 
into the majority. 

It is from this background that 
emerges the picture of the Yale 
Jewish student analyzed by Meyer 
Greenberg in his report on “The 
Jewish Student at Yale: His Atti- 
tude toward Judaism (in the YI- 
VO Annual of Jewish Social Sci- 
ence, Vol. 1, 1946). 

Those concerned with the 
survival of U.S. Jews as Jews 
and with their living as psycho- 
logically - healthy individuals 
may well ponder the Greenberg 
findings. Certain conclusions 
re inescapable. 

1. They are not religious in 
either belief or observance. In 
some respects they are anti-relig- 
ious. 

2. They know little about the 
Jewish heritage and have little 
pride in their Jewish descent.- 

3. They are, at least potentially, 
Jewish nationalists, the majority 
being supporters of a Jewish 
State. 

4. More than half have no will 
to survive as Jews. 

5. The chances are excellent 
that this select group of Jewish 
youth will play little part in the 


distinctive ways groaningly and 





Jewish communities where they 
will live. Many of them, if they 
can Manage it, will leave the 
Jewish community. 


Consider These Facts 

Such facts are particularly 
striking when it is realized that 
these youth are the favored child- 
ren of our society. They come 
from homes of well abve average 
income. They have had excep- 
tional advantages. The study 
shows that they had considerably 
more Jewish education as children 
than did most of their contempor- 
aries. 

The problem is not dealt with 
by saying that if this select group 
emerged from childhood into 
young adulthood in a mood to 
flee their Jewish ancestry that 
this is nobodys business but their 
own. The claims of the Jewish 
community on them are perhaps 
theoretical. But how about their 
own mental health? And what 
of their children in a world in 
which the role of Jews—thanks 
to the impact of the first Jewish 
state in 20 centuries—is certain 
to be an important one? 

Moreover, a large number of 
them—some willingly, some not 
will perforce live with Jews in 
Jewish communities. Their ca- 
pabilities will single them out 
for calls for service to Jewry. 
They must face the problems 
of rearing their children as 
Jews. Here is another case of 
a growing generation destined 
to fill the ranks of Jewish lea- 
dership and likely to do no bet- 
ter than the present leadership. 

Inevitably, the question arises

ARE EASY WAY TO KNOWLEDGE 


By HELEN COHEN 
’'M going to use Jewish Book Month to sound off on an idea of 
mine. There’s been a lot of complaining that we don’t know 
enough about our history and background. Yet one‘source that is 
as interesting as it is informative is either being overlooked or de- 
liberately snubbed. ' 

I speak of the historical and Biblical novels of 
which a steady stream has been forthcoming these 
past two decades. To date, the Bible and biblical 
times have been pretty thoroughly glamorized, and 
while some of the results may be inaccurate, medi- 
ocre trash, the first rate products are worthy of our 
eareful attention. 

Not. only do they bring our ancient heroes to 
life for us but we get, in its most appetizing form, 
information on the customs of other times, de- 
scriptions of the land and people, plus the author’s own shrewd 
analysis of character and events. 

One of ‘hese historical novels, or rather a triology, which is 
worth noting, is the story of Josephus, the Jewish historian of the 
first century, C. E. by Lion Feuchtwanger. Although his three books 
(Josephus, The Jew of Rome and Josephus and the Emperor) were 
published in the thirties, it seems to me that they are much more 
significant today, during the rebirth of Israel. They deal with the 
destruction of the Temple, the last time Jews fought together as 
a nation. 

I challenge anyone to read Feuchtwanger’s account and not 
be made conscious of a new awareness of the real import of the 
Temple’s destruction, plus a deep sense of prsonal losse. 

Feuchtwanger’s portrayal of Josephus and his age is masterly 
and powerful and will persuade you, more than all the prodding and 
sermonizing in the world, to learn more about our Jewish heritage.

AST WEEK we explainen the general directions for boiling 
fish, This time we add a description of fish stocks and 
sauces, with one specific example. 


FISH STOCKS AND FISH SAUCES 

A fish stock is the liquid which is left after fish has been 
boiled with spices and vegetables. It may be either white or brown, 
depending on the ingredients which have been used in preparing it. 
Brown fish stock is also sometimes known as Court Boullion. Fish 
stock may be used in making a chowder; or a sauce may be pre- 
pared from it. Careful preparation both of the stock and of the 
sauce are most important, because either can make or mar a dish 
of boiled fish. 


The spices and vegetables used in making a fish stock are 
largely a matter of individual taste, and may be varied practically 
at the houséwife’s discretion. 

The simplest way of making a fish sauce is to strain the stock 
and thicken it with flour, or with a paste made of flour and water; 
for each cup of strained stock, add 1 tablespoon flour blended 
with 1 tablespoon cold water, and let the mixture cook until smooth 
and thickened. Or the stock may be thickened with egg yolks, 2 
egg yolks being used for each cup of strained stock. Pour the hot 
(but not boiling) stoc over the beaten yolks, and let the mixture 
cook until smooth and thickened, stirring constantly. An egg 
sauce should not be allowed to boil, but should be cooked below 
the boiling point. A tablespoon of cold water beaten with the 
yolks will help to prevent curdling. Boiled fish may also be served 
with rich sauces like Bechamel, Drawn Butter and Hollandaise. 


FISH IN COURT BOUILLON 
This recipe may be used for boiling any fish but salmon. 
the vinegar if boiling salmon. 
3 pounds fish 


Omit 


% cup each chopped celery, car- 


3 pints water rot, onion 
2 teaspoons sale 4 peppercorns 
2 tablespoons vinegar 2 cloves 

2 tablespoons buttter 1 bay leaf 


% cup chopped turni, if desired 
Heat the butter in a pot, add the vegetables and let cook 1 minute. 
Add the rest of the ingredients except the fish, cover pot, bring to 
boiling point and let boil 15 minutes until water is well flavored. 
Let cool slightly. Wrap fish in cheesecloth or tie in a cloth bag, 
place in water, and let simmer just below boiling point 30 to 35 


minutes until fish is done. 


Remove fish, and serve on a hot plat- 


ter. Strain the stock, and serve it as a soup or make a sauce of it,

210 Jewish Orphans 
Accepted By Canada 


MONTREAL — (JTA) — The 
Canadian Government has grant- 
ed the Canadian Jewish Congress 
permission to bring an additional 
210 Jewish war orphans from 
Europe, it was learned here. This 
is an extension of an order-in- 
council for the admission of 1000 
war orphans issued last May. 

That order-in-council, was in 
itself, an extension of a 1942 or- 
der which envisaged the immi 
gration of 500 Jewish war or- 
phans from France to Canada. 
The movement of war orphans 
to Canada which began a year 
ago has proceeded so satisfactor- 
ily under the supervision of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress and 
with the assistance of all under 
the community institutions in 
Canada that the Congress was 
encouraged to ask for an exten- 
sion. 














Fund-Raising Agreement Should Be Reached Speedily 


HE Post’s story last week that the breech 
in the United Palestine Appeal had been 
healed was accurate. At the time The Post went 
to press Tuesday (a day early ‘because’ of 
Thanksgiving) an agreement had been reached. 


It had not yet been initialed by the two parties 
to it. 


Before the agreement could be put on paper 
and signed, the Yiddish press came out with a 
story—-which the opposition Committee of Con- 
tributors charged was inspired by the Zionist 
Organization of Amevica—claiming that the 
UPA had scored a complete victory over the 
COC. 


AS a result of this premature and inaccurate 
announcement, the COC has not—up to this 
writing—called off its national meeting in At- 
lantic City for Dec. 11 and 12 and no new con- 
ferences between the UPA and the COC have 
been set. 


When The Post tried to verify the report 
last Tuesday, it was tokd by Herman Weisman, 
acting national chairman of the UPA, that news 
of the agreement could not be then released 
because both partics had agreed that the an- 
nouncement would be made by the Council of 


Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds. 

Now, it is true that the COC may feel that it 
had been tricked by whoever was guilty of the 
news leak to the Yiddish papers. Nevertheless, 
it is hard to believe that for this reason and for 
this reason alone, men like Harold Goldenberg, 
Abraham Feinberg and Sam Rothberg are will. 
ing to plunge the U. S. Jewish community into 
a fratricidal war between Zionists with the 
State of Israel bound to suffer. 

The Council of Jewish Federations and Wel. 
fare Funds intends to continue with negoti- 
ations. These negotiations should be consum- 
mated speedily. 

As long as vital principles were involved, the 
U. S. Jewish community was willing to hear 
both sides in the controversy and perhaps felt, 
as did The Post, that changes were warranted; 
but now that the differences have been settled 
and a compromise agreement reached, what the 
American Jewish community wants to hear is 
that the fight is over. 

There is a job to do; a difficult job, and all 
efforts will have to be combined if anywhere 
near the sums needed for Israel in 1949 are to 
be raised. 

It is late, very late. Let’s get down to the 
work at hand, 


Friday Night And New Year’s Eve 


ABBI Oscar Fleishaker’s note in his “Rab- 
R bi's Corner” in “The Centerite”’ of the 
Tri-City Jewish Center (Rock Island, II.) is the 
first notice of the coming conflict between Fri- 
day evening and New Year’s Eve. 

The conflict will not-only be a personal one 
on the part of many an individual, although 
most’will slough it off one way or another, but 
will present our lodges and our fraternities 
with real problems. 

Of gourse there is no need for a second 
thought on what is the proper thing to do. There 
should be no New Yehr's eve celebration by 
any Jewish organization; and what's more by 
any Jew. 

In the case of the organization The Post 


recommends a friendly warning by the national 
offices of ail organizations pointing out the 
sacredness of the Sabbath (superseding even 
Yom Kippur) and the lack of dignity that a vio- 
lation of this particular Sabbath would indicate. 
Now as a mark of self respect, these Jewish 
organizations can arrange their parties and cele. 
brations for Saturday night; nothing will have 
been lost, but a great deal, a great deal will 
have been gained in the fight for Jewish self 
respect. 

Rabbi Fleishaker says: “A night club or dance 
hall is certainly not the place to spend the 
Shabbos, even if it is New Year’s eve. Think 
about it and remember that we were Jews long 
before there was ever a New Year’s eve.”

Dr. Magnes didn’t always act wisely but he 
made a tremendous impact on American Jewish 
life and leadership and his utter devotion to his 
people lives in his work, says B. G. Richards in 
the CONGRESS WEEKLY--A Reform rabbi 
who was a Zionist and American-born young 
man who excelled in Hebrew and cultivated 
Yiddish and its literature, a Californian who 
sought to fathom all the intricacies of old world 
Jewish customs and modes of life—that was a 
phenomenon. ... Here was a man with a mes- 
sage, extending a warm hand of fellowship and 
promising to give eloquent voite to the sub- 
merged and tc the inarticulate. ... Thus began 
a career that was colorful as it was contradic- 
tory, as daring as it was paradoxical, as quix- 
otic and impetuous as it was deStined to be 
beset by disillusionment—yet an arresting figure 
who nailed his name to history... . 

It was a daring venture to organize the Jew- 
ish self-defense association which was formed 
with the aid of the leading Zionists and the 
Poale Zionist workers of the time fof the Rus- 
sian pogroms of 1906-07) amd of which Dr. 
Magnes became chairman. It was no easy sim- 
ple matter to collect funds wherewith to send 
arms to the defense groups of Jews, who were 
threatened with renewed attacks. Confronted 
with political.complications at home and abroad, 
the undertaking mvolved enough risks to stir 
up a heated controversy and to rouse formid- 
able opposition. Nevertheless, over $30,000 was 
collected and arms purchased and forwarded... 
the unpopular appeal .. . stiffened the backbone 
of American Jews and taught them to use des- 
perate remedies in desperate situations involv- 
ing the honor as much as tthe safety of our 
people. - 

The golden voice which the new Jewish cham- 
pion from the West gave to the East, to the in- 
articulate Jewish masses, to the feeble and the 
struggling, was soon coveted by the rich and 
powerful, the. philanthropists, the “Grand 
Dukes” of Jewry (and) brought to the young 
rabbi a call from Congregation Emanu-E]l, a pul- 
pit to which the outstanding ministers of Jew- 
ish faith have aspired. ... 

He excoriated a notorious intermarriage and 
this led to the resignation from the Temple of 
a leading member of the Board of Trustees. The 
sermons and speeches were brave almost to the 
point of recklessness, and an eager public 
within and without the congregation, drawn to 
the novel and the unusual in utterances, listened 
and read with rapt attention. ... 


Magnes’ resigation, underscoring indifference 
to personal success, was as spectacular as the 
rest of his picturesque career... . 


By an early arrangement, the Kehillah of 
New York—like thé Kehillah of Philadelphia— 
became the local branch of the American Jew- 
ish Committee, and that “entngling alliance” 
between the self-constituted body and a demo- 
cratically-chosen assembly of delegates was in- 
congruous from the beginning and very hard to 
overcome, notwithstanding the strong support 
and prestige which the men from the Commit- 
tee had lent to the popular movement. Affili- 
ation with the American Jewish Committee 
made the position of the Kehillah particularly 
awkward when it encountered the popular agi- 
tation in 1914 and 1915 for the establishment 
of the American Jewish Congress to deal with 
the approaching crisis abroad: The Kehillah 
properly belongs to the side of the Congressists 
in its battle with the Committee, but its hands 
were tied and all it could do was to take some 
part in the discussions of the time. Then there 
was the unfortunate speech of Dr. Magnes 
which he made at the B’nai B'rith conference 
dealing with the Congress issue which led to 
the withdrawal from Jewish public life of Jus- 
tice Louis D. Brandeis, who had come to the 
gathering to present the case for the Con- 
geen... ... 


(Then, Dr. Magnes went to Palestine and be- 
came head of the Hebrew University and began 
to fight for a bi-national state.) 

Jewry here and abroad often stood aghast at 
the University Chancellor’s or President’s dar- 
ing and defiance, implying the possession of 
rights not vouchsafed to any other Jews in the 
world. ... 


Eventually the long-suffering Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann decided to put Magnes’ proposal to 
the test and said he would be ready to sit down 
and talk with the Arab spokesman. There were 
no Arab leaders whom Dr. Magnes could pro- 
duce. 

Whatever one may think of Dr. Magnes’ rec- 
ord in Palestine, it was. part of the notable 
career of a striking personality, full of con- 
trasts and contradictions, at once stormy petrel 
and dove of peace; but imbued also with intense 
human qualities of zeal, ardor, enthusiasm, and 
in the last analysis, deepest devotion. te the 
people of Israel in a manner and form of belief 
that was bound up with his complex person- 
ality. 
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‘AGUDATH ISRAEL CHALLENGES 
M. Z. FRANK'S REPORT ON ITS ROLE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In the October 29th issue of 
your weekly, there appeared an 
article by Mr. M. Z. Frank analyz- 
ing “the structure of internal 
party politics in Israel” in which 
he treats the position of Agudath 
Israel with a few succinct, and 
misleading, sentences. 


First, Agudath Israel is not a 
“group.” It is a World Organiza- 
tion which exists now for forty 
years, and which played a lead- 
ing part in the now-devastated 
Europe. Even now, after the 
catastrophic disruption of Jewish 
life in Europe, Agudath Israel is 
a centralized world organization 
with executive offices in Jeru- 
salem, London and New York. In 
Israel] alone, the membership is 
counted in the tens of thousands. 

It is true what Mr. Frank states 
that Agudath Israel has a “very, 
clearly defined ideology,” an 
ideology which is based upon the 
Torah-Law of the Jewish people 
and, through this ideology, Agu- 
dath Israel strives to engender 2 
state bound up not only with the 
Jewish past, but also with the 
Jewish future so that it can truly 
be a Jewish State. 


But, it is not true that Agudath 
Israel “began by opposing any 
effort to colonize Palestine.” From 
its very inception in 1912, Agu- 
dath Israel stressed in its organ- 
izational plank, the urgency of 
rebuilding Eretz Yisroel. At its 
first World Congress in Vienna in 
1923, it established the KEREN 
HAYISHUV FUND, which bought 
land, colonized it, established 
kibutzim, and sponsored the or- 
ganization of religious labor 
groups. The kibutzim of Agudath 
Israel organizations in Eretz Yis- 


roel today, are a living challenge 
to Mr. Frank’s’ unscrupulous 
statement. 

Agudath Israel, however, re- 
alizes that Industry and Com- 
merce are as important to the re- 
building of Eretz Yisroel as agri- 
cultural kibutzim. The fact is that 
80% of the Yishuv is not agricul- 
tural and that in this strata of 
Israeli citizens Agudath Israel 
chaverim are active in every town 
and village. The Agudath Israel 
Laborers, PAGI, established In- 
dustrial cooperatives and housing 
projects in Jerusalem which 
today are the Pride of the Holy 
City. 

Neither is it true that Agudath 
Israel was in “opposition to a 
state.” No surer proof is needed 
than the fact that Rabbi Itzchok 
Mayer Lewin, Chairman of the 
World Executive of Agudath Is- 
rael, is one of the thirteen min- 
isters in the provisional state 
structure, and that Agudath Is- 
rael was delegated three seats in 
the provisional parliament of 
Israel. 

Of course, Agudath Israel 
stands firm on its demand that 
the State be established on the 
principles of Torah. If it is im- 
possible to force each individual 
Jew to live his personal life ae- 
cording to Torah principles, the 
State structure should be guided 
by the eternal truths of our faith. 

We trust that future reports 
about Agudath Israel published 
by your worthy newspaper will 
more closely coincide with the 
true facts.

CORRECTING NJP ON THE PICTURE 
OF YOUTH GROUPS IN PHILADELPHIA

I would like to comment upon 
a news release appearing in your 
November 19th issue in regards 
to the Philadelphia Jewish Youth 
Conference for Israel, which is 
scheduled for that city during the 
week end of Dee. 10th, and the 
12th. 

Your dispatch presented a mis- 
leading assertion, as to the mo- 
tivations and aims of the Con- 
ference. The inference was made 
in positive terms, that this confer- 
ence which has brought together 
some 30 (thirty) Jewish youth 
organizations was a part of the 
unofficial ‘struggle’ now going on 
between several Philadelphia peo- 
ple and agencies who desire to 
encourage the formation of a 
Young Adult Jewish Community 
Council. 

This is not so. The PJYCTI has 
no relationship to this ‘struggle’ 
(perhaps the better word is dis- 
course) and has not intimated, 
assumed, indicated; or pasited 
that it has or will have any ba- 
Sic motives outside of its stated 
aims: 

“To stimulate active Jewish 
youth participation and interest 
in Israel, its problems and its 
effect on American Jewry.” 

“To foster cooperation between 
Jewish youth groups in all activi- 
ties related to Israe}” 

“ To make Jewish youth more 
fully aware of the problems, 
economic, social, religious-con 
fronting the new State and its 
effect upon the American Jewish 
community” 








The aim, as outlined in the 
statement “To foster cooperation 
....etc” has no association with 
the ‘discourse’ now going on in 
regard to the Young Adult Jewish 
Community council. 

The Conference is an educative 
instrument of interested Jewish 
youth. It is of itself autonemeus. 
It is of a temporary nature. Its 
effects we sincerely hepe will 
however make a lasting impres- 
sion upan all who participate. 
Among its educative aims, and 
consistant with those aims, eur 
youth will find, an Israeli Arts 
Night; two addresses by repre- 
sentatives of Israeli and Ameri- 
can Jewish youth, a series of 
Seminars led by outstanding Is- 
raeli and American Jews, a full 
display of exhibits stressing ser- 
vice and learning, and education- 
al Kit of material gathered from 
some 34 national organizations, 
which will provide inspiration for 
individual study, and a series of 
other events designed te eapture 
the imagination, emotians and 
intellectual insights of all Jewish 
youth. 

I do bope that you will print 
this letter, so as to clear up any 
misunderstanding that your news 
release may have had in this 
community.

TORAH FIRST TELEVISED NOT IN N. Y. 


BUT IN PHILADELPHIA, SAYS READER 


Editor, National Jewish Post 

In the November 19 issue of 
the “National Jewish Post,” I 
noticed with interest a boxed 
story carrying the heading: “Tor- 
ah Televised for First Time.” The 
story refered to a telecast that 
weekend ‘on station WABD in 
New York City. 


While I am thappy to see that 
such meaningful substance is 
being given to religious programs 
of Jewish content by television 
stations, my purpose in writing 
you is mergly to keep the records 
straight. 


As far as I have been able to 
learn, the first television display 
of the Torah was back on Sun- 
day, June 27, 1947, at Station 
WFIL-TV. A portable ark and 
sacred scroll was taken to the 
studio, and from 2 to 2:20 p.m., 
Rabbi Louis M. Youngerman, as- 
sistant rabbi at Rodeph Sholom 
Congregation, explained to the 
television audience the religious 
Significance of the display. A 
cantor assisted in singing the 
blessings and an actual portion 
of the Torah was read in Hebrew, 
following with translation, by a 
youth member .of the congrega- 
tion. 

This particular program was in 
a special series of “Judaism in 
Practice” television programs 
presented by the Phitadelphia 
Jewish Community Relations 
Council in cooperation with the 
Philadelphia Board of Rabbis, 
one of the 26 constituent organ- 
izations comprising the local 
Council. Incidently, the ‘“Nation- 
al Jewish Post” that June week- 
end carried a complete story on 
this television program of the 
Torah. You may ‘be intetested to 
know that during this special 
series, we televised a Bar Mitz- 
vah cermony and concluded the 
series late in August with what 
I believe was the first telecast of 





a Jewish wedding ceremony. 

At the present time, televised 
religious programs of Jewish con 
tent are being presented by the 
JCRC in cooperation with the 
Board of Rabbis in connection 
with the “Church of the Air’ 
series on WCAU-TV. Here again, 
the portable ark is being used for 
the visual background. 

What is all-important is the 
fact that such use of religious 
symbols on television has met 
with gratifying response from 
both Jewish and Christian view- 
ers. For the first time many 
have realized there is a deep and 
spiritual significance te Judaism 
as expressed by the symbols, 
and we fee] that such censtruc- 
tive use af television helps the 
Christian to better understand the 
religious nature of the Jew and 
his passionate love for social 
justice for all mankind.

Repentance and punishment is 
a religious concept and not out- 
moded, Rabbi Saul B. Appelbaum 
of Temple Beth Israel, told the 
convention. 

Flays Forgiveness 

“If punishment is not exacted 
from the Nazi fascists, then at 
least repentance should be ex- 
pected before we so magnani- 
mously forgive them,” Rabbi Ap- 
pelbaum said. “Whatever quar- 
rel we have with Russia should 
not blind us to the evil that Nazi 
Germany has done to every phase 
of human endeavor, and for which 
there has been no expression even 
of regret.” 

The charge of anti-Semitism 
came from Albert Fitzgerald, 
president of the United Elec- 
trical Workers and a CIO vice 
president. He had taken the 
floor to defend the rights of 
other members—specifically the 
minority’ who had supported 
Henry Wallace for president— 
to air their views. 

Though Fitzgerald did not par- 
ticipate in the debate, other Wal- 
lace supporters, including Abe 
Feinglass, attacked the Marshall 
plan and had encountered some 
pooing and heckling. 

Charges Floor Remarks 

Saying that he had been “sick- 
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ened” by the demonstration, Fitz- 
gerald said “One does not have 
to support Abe Feinglass to feel 
deeply hurt when he hears ex- 
pressions coming from a few of 
the delegates, ‘Why doesn’t the 
dirty Jew sit down?’” 

Fitzgerald’s charge drew more 
boos and protests to which he re- 
plied, “I never in my life made 
up anything. I am just telling you 
what I heard.” 

He was followed to the rostrum 
by Jacob S. Potofsky, president 
of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, who won applause when 
he said he regretted the allusion 
to anti-Semitism, because the CIO 
had always championed . civil 
rights, tolerance and justice. 

Histadrut Leader Speaks 

Still later, the same day, Isaac 
Ben Zevie, president of the Na- 
tional Jewish Council of Israel 
was introduced to the convention. 
He delivered greetings from the 
Histadrut, the general confeder- 
ation of labor unions in Israel, 
thanked the CIO for past aid 
and asked for future help. 

The convention adopted a reso- 
lution rapping the 1948 DP act 
as “wholly inadequate and dis- 
criminatory,” and called for full 
de jure recognition of Israel, lift- 
ing of the arms embargo, grant- 
ing of a loan to Israel and USS. 
support of Israel admission to the 
United Nations.

Samuel, Agnon 
Win New Awards 


NEW YORK—(WNS) — Maur- 
ice Samuel and S. Y. Agnon have 
won the Louis LaMed Foundation 
prizes for the best two English 
books of Jewish content which 
appeared in the United States in 
the year 1948. The Louis LaMed 
Foundation is dedicated to the en- 
couragement and appreciation of 
Jewish literature in the Yiddish 
language. 

Samuel’s prize winning book 
was his “Prince of the Ghetto,” 
published jointly by Alfred A. 
Knopf and the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of America. Samuel’s 
book, in part a translation and 
in part an evaluation of the works 
of J. L. Peretz, was awarded the 
prize because of its outstanding 
interpretation of Jewish life in 
a Yiddish milieu.

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Fraternity Leaders Sharply Attack Discrimination Tradition 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—The National Interfrater- 
nity Conference voted this week to postpone until 
next year a decision on the hotly-debated issue of 
racial and religious discrimination in college frater- 
nities. 

The debate was of considerable interest to Jewish 
fraternities and sororities which have developed 
largely as a response to such practices which have 
traditionally been a part of fraternity philosophy. 

Vigorous evidence that the tradition is on the 
wane was manifest in the heated debate on the 
issue which took more time and attention from 
the 700 delegates than any of the score of other 
problems they considered in the two-day meet. 

The issue came before the delegates because the 
Alpha Chapter of Phi Kapa.Psi at, Amherst college 
recently admitted a Negro student. The chapter was 
thereupon suspended by the national body for “un- 


jocal fraternity. 

David A. Embury, past chairman of the confer- 
ence, served as chairman of the session on discrim- 
ination. He was sharply criticized by many of the 
delegates when he proposed that all those present 
who felt it was desirable to admit Negroes to white 
fraternities should also give their position on white 
and Negro intermarriage. 

On a vote on the issue of admittance, the delegates 
retained the ban but also voted to deal with the issue 
at next year’s conference. 

An equally violent debate developed on the question 
of bars against Jewish students. 

The position of those who opposed such discrim- 
ination was summarized by Alan Johnson of Syra- 
cuse University in these words: 

“One of the primary purposes of a university is 
to send forth after graduation a well-rounded man 


ination within a fraternity. limits the acquisition 
of an open mind, a liberal viewpoint or a demo- 
cratic outlook.” 

Anti-discrimination delegates admitted the legal 
right of the fraternities to bar anyone on grounds 
of their religion. 

The pro-discrimination arguments were summed up 
by Eugene McNally of Renssalaer Polytechnic Inst- 
tute who asserted: 

“In a democracy we are assumed to have the right 
to choose our own friends. It we have to live together, 
eat with our fraternity brothers, drink beer with 
them, we should have the privilege of deciding whom 
to choose and whom to keep out. If you do not care 
to have a Catholic or a Jew as your friend, that is 
your privilege.”

United Kingdom, as security for reparations to be paid by Israel to 


the Palestinian Arab refugees, 
formed United Nations circles.

TEL AVIV, Israel—The possibility of a direct peace in Pales- 
tine rose this week when Israeli and Transjordan issued cease fire 
orders in the Jerusalem area which has been under machine gun 
and cannon fire since the partition decision. 

The cease fire grew out of talks started last Saturday under

But it is more interesting because of that. Crum’s book made a 
terrific impact on American public opinion by revealing the fact 
that the State Department disregards the instructions of the Pres. 
ident and pursues a policy in close alliance with the British For- 
eign Office, no matter what. That situation has not been completely 
remedied yet, but the public’s confidence in the State Department 


has been shaken for good.

The GRANADOS BOOK HAS NOT had such an effect as yet, 
and may never have it. But it tells a more telling tale about inter. 
national relations and it reflects a vibrant and fascjnating personal- 
ity.

Planned in Rumania 

BUCHAREST — (JTA) — The 
Rumanian Government will estab. 
lish five schools for the training 
of rabbis and Jewish religious 
servants, a decree published in 
the Official Gazetto announced 
this week.

Hungary Fights Hate 
BUDAPEST—(JTA)—A Buda- 
pest court this week sentenced 
five persons to death and 25 oth- 
ers to terms of imprisonment 
varying from one month to five 
years, for pre-war, wartime and 
post-war anti-Semitic activity. 


Among those given prison terms 
were a group of youths arrested 
recently while raiding a Jewish 
cemetery in Budapest and smash- 
ing gravestones. 
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
